FREE POSTAL DELIVERY. 


As our city has arrived at a point in 
the scale of importance that suggests 
she should have all the facilities essen- 
tial to the convenient discharge of bus- 
iness, we are constrained to ask in be- 
half of our fellow citizens for the priv- 
ileges accorded other metropolitan 
cities in the way of a Free Postal De- 
livery. We are informed by Post- 
master Dunkelberger that the receipts 
of the Los Angeles office are now about 
thirty thousand dollars per annum, 
and constantly increasing. We are 
not advised of the point necessary to 
be attained to entitle a city to the free 
delivery system, but are advised 
that some offices are accorded 
it where the annual receipts 
do not exceed ten thousand. Presum- 
ing this to be correct, we infer that we 
are big enough to enjoy the blessing 
and have a surplus over, so that to ob- 
tain it we have but to ask for it ina 
becoming and proper manner to get it. 
Will Colonel Dunkelberger be kind 
enough to inform us what steps it is 
necessary to take to obtain the system? 
If it is by petition we will guarantee 
to get the signatures of every adult in- 
habitant inside of a week. If agitat- 
ing the matter will win it, let us agi- 
tate—agitate ! 


POSTAL BUSINESS. 
The routes over which the Govern- 


. ment sends the mails aggregate 344,- 


000 miles, or a distance eq ual to about 
fourteen circumferences of the earth. 
Its immediate agents, not counting 
mere employes, number 44,612. The 
pustmasters in the United States would 
make two army corps—that is, they 
would if they were all forced into the 
army. The salaries paid to these 
agents amount to more than eight 
millions of dollars, or about the same 
as the total net ordinary revenues of 
the Government, including loans, in so 
recent a year as 1843.

State of the Union, and many thou- 
sands of Chinese are now residing in 
California, and intermingled with our 
people in all their employments; and 
HEREAS, A valuable and increas- 
ing commerce already exists between 
California and China, which may here- 
after bring a great accession to the 
wealth of the whole American Union, 
through the ports of California, and 
open the way to a free intercourse 
with the secluded nations of Asia; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That in our opinion the 
public interest would be promoted by 
the appointment of acitizen of Cali- 
fornia to the office of Commissioner to 
China. 

Hagar's resolution was adopted [see 
page 88, same journal] by a vote of 
sixteen ayes to three nays. This was 
the first and really only political 
action ever taken by our State Legis- 
lature encouraging Chinese immi 
tion, and not even the Herald will ne 
to assert that it was not a purely 
Democratic measure.

DICK FELLOWS. 


What a Times Reporter Knows 
About the Noted Stage Robber. 


Fellows’ Former Character Puts Him in Jail 
for Life—Am Unfortunate Man— 
Is He Guilty ? 

While the local editor of the Tris 
was publishing the Daily Echo at Santa 
Craz last summer, Dick Fellows, the 
celebrated stage robber, not long then 
from San Quentin, as was afterwards 
ascertained, was.employed by him for a 
time ds local reporter. Of course Fel- 
lows’ previous history was unkown, 
and as he possessed suave manners and 
was a perfect gentleman, he soon made 
many friends. He was an able writer, 
as the files of the Daily Echo will show. 
Having a strong memory, being well 
‘versed in ancient and modern history, 
and also having a education, and 
having warm qualities of heart, he was 
capable of adorning any social or intel- 
lectual circle he might enter. 
Fellows represented that he had been 
a school teacher; had taught at Bakers- 
field and Los Angeles, and then wanted 
to start an evening school for such 
as could not attend during the day. 
He also proposed to teach Spanish in 
the day time. He procured the a 
of the La Cronica with the Daily EZ 
in order to read the former pa ee, 
which he complimented very ly. 
For some reason his evening school was 
never started, although he had secured 
the promise of quite a number of pupils. 
e last seen of him was on the 19th 
of last October, which day was being 
celebrated at Watsonville by a grand 
fire companies’ tournament as,tho cen- 
tennial of Lord Cornwallis’ surrender. 
Fellows went as far as Watsonville in 
per ng J with the then editor of the 
Daily Echo, and then went on, as he 
said, to see friends at Gonzales, 
Monterey county, promising to re- 
turn to Santa Cruz in _ about 
ten days. He never came back, and 
nothing more was heard of or from him 
until the San Jose dailies reported Fel- 
lows to be fleeing from the officers of 
the law, he being charged with robbing 
the Los Alamitos stage and being con- 
nected with several other robberies.

During the months of November and 
December, 1881, a series of s rob- 
beries were perpetrated almost simulta- 
neously over the counties of Monterey, 
San Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara.

The facts, then, are these: The ar- 
restin parties searched Fellows, and 
he had no such watch. 

Burke made a second search and 
Fellows had the watch.

Here Fellows made 
his escape, but was recaptured and 
taken to Santa Barbara. As Sheriff 
Williams of Santa Clara county, ex- 
pressed it on a recent visit to this city, 
“the boys [meaning the detectives] do 
not have much to convict Fellows on, 
but they are going to do it on general 
princip es, and there isn’t much hope 
for him

strength there was no defense whatever. 
Fellows was disappointed at the absence
